‘BY AN AUTO, MAY DIE 


bese Fhirty Feet in Sight of 
Crowd : Leaving Metro- 
politan Opera House.

WIFE ALSO KNOCKED DOWN 


Cc. K. G.. Billings’s Car Carries 
Noted Sculptor to Hospital— - 
Operation is Performed. 


Among the crowds which left the Met- 
répolitan Opera .House’ at 11:30 o'clock 
last night were Karl Theodore Francis 
Bitter, whose work as a sculptor has 
won him world-wide fame, and his wife, 
Mrs, Marie Bitter. They had gone to 
the. opera afoot, and so hurried across 
the sidewalk and started to cross Broad- 
way, intent on taking an uptown car 
to their home, 44 West Seventy-seventh 
Street. 

The street was filled with automobiles, 
picking up owners in front of the opera 
house, and Mr. and Mrs, Bitter threaded 
@ dangerous way across the thorough- 
fare to the northbound car tracks. They 
stood awaiting the passage of a stream 
of northbound vehicles when Edward T. 
James, an €électrical contractor of 416 
Madison Avenue, driving his .automo- 
bile south in Broadway, swung far. to 
the ieft to avoid.a Hmousine. turning 
away from the opera house. The latter 
car concealed Mr. and Mrs. Bitter from 
his view and his~car was upon them 
before he could try to stop. 

The sculptor saw the danger and 
threw his wife to one side. He got 
her so far from the automobile’s path 
that, while she was struck, ‘shé “was 
only tossed aside: Mr, Bitter, however, 
went down in front of the car... A low- 
it had so little clearance 
that Mr. Bitter was caught beneath. it. 
He was swept along, crushed between 
the pavement and car, for thirty feet 
before Mr. James could stop. 

A crowd gathered about the @ar in an 


Jinstant, and a dozen men helped to: get 


the sculptor..out,; He was ‘senseless and 
evidently badly hurt. William Halsted 
Van der Poel, son-in-law of C. Kk. @. 
Billings, riditi@® in one of the Gapitai- 
ist’s automobiles, stopped the “car and 
offered it as an ambulance to take the 
sculptor to the hospital. 

Mr. Bitter was lifted inside and rushed 
to the New York . Hospital. He was 
placed on the operating table at.once. 
His skull was found to be. fractured and 
he had internal injuries. It was. said 


that he was likely to die ‘though no more 


definite prediction of the result of. his 
injuries could be made for several hours. 

The sculptor was accompanied to: the 
hospital by his wife, whose right‘ side 
had been lacerated. Her injuries were 
dressed, and she was able to leave the 
institution,, but instead remained to 
learn the outcome of the operation on 
Mr. Bitter. 

The sculptor is 47 years old and was 
born in Vienna, Austria. He was ‘edu- 
cated:in the Gymnasium there and stud- 
ied art in the Vienna Academy of Fine 
Arts. Young Bitter was in constant 
trouble with the authorities because of 
his ideas and his insistence on the right 
of free speech, and he was expelled at 
length. In 1889 he slipped away and 
came to this country. 

Mr. Bitter worked as a skilled laborer 
with a firm of architectural. decorators 
and it. was in this capacity that he en- 
tered the egy for the famous $200,000 
bronze doors, the Astor llemorial Gates, 
of Trinity. He. won the prize, too, and 
with this as a foundation of, his for- 
tune, he opened a small studio. 

From this time his progress was rapid, 
He executed sculptures on the Adminis- 
tration and Manufacturers Buildings in 
the Chicago World’s Fair, and was di- 
rector of sculpture-at the Buffalo Expo- 
sition In 1901 and chief of the. depart- 
ment of sculpture at the St. Louis Bx- 
position: and the Panama-Pacific Expo> 
sition now in progress.

The French 
say, however, that the lost ground was 
afterward recovéred. 

The French -artillery is incessantly 
bombarding St. Mihiel, the point of the 
wedge which they are trying to break, 
and are also attacking the two sidés of 
the wedge with infantry and artillery 
in an’endeavor. to reath the roads which 
lead ‘from St. Mihiel° to Metz.

PETROGRAD, April 9, (Dispatch to 
The Londén Morning Post:)—There is 
practically nothing to report today over 
the greater part of Russia’s strategic 
front..

‘AMSTERDAM, March 27, (Correspond- 
ence of The Associatéd Press.)—TheSo- 
cialist newspaper Vorwaerts,, discussing 
the new war budget,.calculates that in- 
teregt..on war loans, deficit for. war 
years,.and the making good after the 
war will mean doubling all existing tax- 
ation.

REGULATION OF BOXING. 

If boxing contests in public places 
are to be permitted, and.there seems 
to-be no strong disposition to ‘suppress 
them, it is well: that they should be 
regulated by law and taxed, that the 
professional boxers should be listed and 
subject to examination, and: careful 
attention paid to the places where 
their exhibitions are given, At present 
the Commissioners of Boxing in this 
State and their deputies-are ‘unpaid. 
The ‘tax levied is 5-per cent. of the 
receipts, and there has. been little or 
no complaint from either the managers 
of boxing. exhibitions or the public 
-~which.supports them., The new box- 
ing. bill; which was passed by the As- 
‘sembly Thursday night, and concern- 
ing the exact origin and purport of 
which -very little is known, proyides 
for the appointment of three new Com- 
missioners and a Secretary, each to be 


paid $3,000 yearly, and an increase of. 


the tax to 7% per. cent. There has 
been no. special complaint against the 
present commission, and the 5 per 
cent. tax is probably’ as “large as the 
traffic will bear’: in‘: present condi- 
tions. ‘The crowding out of a few 
of the lesser so-called athletic clubs 
might not be an unmixed evil, but 
the sum of $12,000 yearly is too large 
to pay for the regulation ot boxing.

‘Luminos by Wm. Caryl Cornwell on 
View—Senefelder Club Exhibition. 


An exhibition of Luminos by William 
Caryl Cornwell is now open at the 
Worch Gallery. .Luminos is a process 
by which. pictures are madé of trans- 
lucent colored papers applied in differ- 
ent. thicknesses to glass, the light back 
of them pouring through.them and add- 
ing realism to. the effect. The principle 
is not unlike that used by makers of a. 
certain kind of glass window in which 
the effect is secured by different layers 
or platings of glass. The advantage of 
the paper method lies, of course, en- 
tirely in its comparative cheapness, The 
use of oiled paper as a substitute for 
colored glass is an old device; it only 
remained to apply technical skill to the 
making of designs and working them 
out in this medium. Those who care 
little for realism in stained glass win- 
dows will like it ag little here, although 
it is not so desperate a contradiction 
of the natural! limits of the’ medium. 
The old conventions are simple enough. 

If you make a statue of heavy stone, 
emphasize its aspect of weight and 
mass.. Throw your art on the side of 
the character of your material. If you 
make a picture of paper do the same; 
let it look. thin. We.long. have ceased 
to observe: these conventions,. but we 
hardly have’ improved upon them: Mr. 
Cornwell has a recent design which he 
calls *“‘)War” and which represents a 
wounded man borne along a road by his 
comrades. The perspective is deep and 
the detail is cleverly executed, The 
light pouring through helps you to think 
that it really is a wounded man strug- 
gling along the road, but it is an inad- 
equate symbol’ of war, ds all the ab- 
stract emotion. that makes men. go to 
war for their country, or their Kaiser, 
or what not, is left out, and so for that 
matter is the emotion that results from 
wholesale. desolation. The exhibition 
remains open until the 24th 

The Senefelder Club. 


At the Goupil Gallery is the exhibition 
of the Senefelder Club of artists using 
the lithographic medium. The club is a 
London organization and its members 
include among others Joseph Pennell, 
Frank Brangwyn, Spencer Pryse, Dan- 
jel A. Weirschmidt, and J. McClure 
Hamilton. ~The tendency is toward a 
large scale and rich effects rather than 
the. feathery lightness of Whistler's 
touch with the lithographic chalk, Mr. 
Pennell’s triumph in the present exhibi- 
tion is the flight of a Zeppelin over the 
town of Leipsic. He has seized with 
astonishing mastery the curious effect 
of softness in these monsters of the 
air as they are seen among the clouds 
like a plump-breasted. bird pushing its 
tenderly feathered bulk with indomitable 
force toward its goal. Another of his 
subjects is the starting of the Zeppelin 
from its shed. ‘ Fertig ’”’ is the title. 
Spencer Pryse is ag interesting in. his 
subject matter in one medium ag an- 
other.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

How the recent election of Japan has re- 
sulted in an overwhelming victory for Count 
Okuma’s Ministry is shown in. the latest 
official notice, ‘which gives the Seren 
of the new Diet as follows: 

On the Ministerial side, the Doshikal, 150; 
the Chuseikal, 34; the: Okuma supporters, 27. 

On the Opposition ‘side, the Selyukai, 108; 
the Kokuminto, 27. 

The Independents, 31. 

Thus the Government parties, being in a 
position to wield the power of their majority 
in the coming special session to meet in May, 
will doubtlessly.re-usher in most of the im- 
portant measures, whose rejection was the 
cause of the dissolution of the Diet in De- 
cember.

He was Inade rector of Holy Cross 
Church in September, 1877. Having 
freed the church of debt, he was able 
to have it consecrated in 1886... In. 188y 
he built and opened a large parochial 
school in West Forty-third Street, which 
now has 1,400 children as pupils. Last 
year he announced to his congregation 
that the debt incurred in ‘building the 
school had been paid and that the 
parish was entirely free from all in- 
debtedness. 

He was made a permanent reetor of 
the. archdiocese in 1891, and in 1904 
Pius X. made him a Monsignor. He 
took a prominent part in-all movements 
for the betterment of conditions in Ire- 
land, and he was a-personal friend of 
John Redmond and many members of 
the Irish Parliamentary Party.

Something of the same sort 
has come to be looked for in our home 
trade, and the market has not been con- 
tent to move with the deliberation with 
which trade itself has been going for- 
ward. The reports of trade conditions 
made public by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. yesterday helped to strengthen 
confidence in trade improvement at 
home. Authorities in the steel trade, 
for instance, are sOmewhat more cau- 
tious in discussing their own trade out- 
Aook than -Washington appears in dis- 
cussing the trade outlook in general. At 
the same time it is not from the capital 
alone that reports of trade improve- 
ment come. Bhadstreet’s introduced its 
summary of the situation yesterday 
with the statement that “this week's 
reports, trade and industrial, are the

Raymond B. Fosdick, ex-Commission- 
er of Accounts, who was.sent abroad to 
study police systems in‘ Buropean cities 
fot the Bureau of Social Hygiene, 
founded by. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
told the Inspectors and Captains of the 
Police Department in a lecture at Head- 
quarters yesterday that their work was 
not up to the standard of the police of 
Europe. He said the fault was not,so 
much with them as with ‘incompetent 
Judges and the interminable delays of 
American court procedure. 

“The policé work is less effective in 
2 country,’”’ he said, ‘“ because our 

udge Ss are not as well equip wa thor 
naar a ot eon ¢ as European: 
ates in our ‘Amoti- 
oan Artie ows ir panttichs to politi- 
cal. ‘influence. They are not properly 
trained for their, work. It was only .& 
few weeks ago that a Magistrate in 
New York City discharged @ man who 
had been arrested because he was found 
carrying a burglar’s jimmy.and a h. 
light, on the pa grt that there was no 
proof shown that the defendant intend- 
ed to use the implements. Such a thing 
would be unheard of in London or Paris 
or an other European city. 

‘It was not so very long that a 
Judge in our Court of General Sessions 
ordered verdicts of acquittal for burglars 
on trial for.the sole reason that he did 
not like the remarks of police officers 
on the witness stand and the prosecut- 
ing attorney. We never can have a 
really high degree of efficiency in police 
work until we have a corres = de- 
gree of efficiency in our ju 

Another factor - whi Ceateaten 
against the effectiveness of police work 
in America is our slow, laborious crim- 
inal procedure. Our cases drag fro 
month to month,’ Our criminal proced- 
ure not. only makes delay ossible, but 
actually encourages it. ur ‘ cer 
cates of reasonable doubt’ are granted 
with scandalous frequency 

“Our methods. are torial, diffuse, 
‘and inflexible. We are. enmeshed in 
technicalities, which we revere as the 
attributes of justice, confusing them 
with the essentials of our, criminal sys- 
tem. We do not see, as the English see 
it, that simplicity, directness, and .a 
moderate degree of Speed are perfectly 
consistent with fair, impartial trials. 

‘The delays which characterize our 
criminal cases are discouraging to the 
police and serve to retard the effective- 
ness of their work. We hear a great 
deal about murder cases in New York, 
for example, and the police are often 

blamed, and erage ag nA justly b ed, 
for their failure to bring the guilty. to 
justice. We too Bi Sormet here in 
America that the main responsibility 
rests with our system of criminal] pro- 
tedure. The defendant may be tried 
and. retried and have an interminable\ 
line of appeals before he is ultimately 
oe to justice, tt indeed he ever 


Mr. Fosdick pointed out that : the 
New York police detective had. a much 
harder job than his European colleague 
because of the restrictions placed upon 
him by law. Warrants and writs, he

Clinnin was ar- 
rested in Brooklyn, and Robgrts and 
Stiften were caught in San ancisco 
and brought -back by detéctives. Thé 
three were arraigned in. the County 
Court before Judge Niemann yesterday, 
pleaded not guilty, and were held in 
$10,000 bail for trial, 

The Masury theft took place on June 

1914. Harry. #.. Beeh and Arthur 8. 
Roos, messengers of the firm, were 
returning from a bank with the money 
with which to make up the payroll, As 
they entered the hallway of the Masury 
building a number of men jumped out 
of a taxicab«and sprang upon them. 
There was a. brief struggle and >the 
bandits made off with the * money. 
White was in the hall.at the time .of.the 
robbery and said then that he had tried 
to-prevent thé escape of the thieves. 

On Aug. 7, 1914, two employes of ‘the 
Sackett & Wilhelms Company “were re- 
turning to their. office with $9,500 for 
the payroll. When near the building 
they were sét upons<by several men from 
a taxicab. There was a désperate strug- 
gle, but the messengers held the money. 
The thieves escaped in their taxi. One 
of them 1éft a cap behind ,with the-ini- 
tials ‘‘T. H. DD.” It was a cap such as 
is worn by-chaufféurs. 

Clinnin was identified by several per- 
sons as, having been’ in the hold-up. He 
was indicted and ‘tried in the County 
Court,. but acquitted because. White’ tes- 
tified that he was with Clinnin: at) the 
Crescent Club. at the time -the robbery 
was committed. Detective George Coh- 
roy was not satisfied with the. result of 
the trial, and: he kept on the trail of the 
owner of the hat with the initials in it. 
He finally roundéd up. Thomas. H: Dally, 
a chauffeur of Lexington. Avenue. 

Dally ‘was indicted and was taken be- 
fore the Grand Jury. From the story he 
told ‘indictments ‘were’ found : against 
White,-Roberts, and Stiften. White was 
arrested, but’ Roberts and Stiften fled: t 
California. ‘They .were found, arrested, 
brought back, and. ‘taken before . the 
Grand Jury. What ‘they.told:.of: the 
Masury crime resulted in the indictments 
of. yesterday. 

Counsel for White declared yesterday 
that he was willing to waive extradition 
and. come to Brooklyn’ and go-on trial 
at once. The laws of New Jersey, .how- 
eVer, require all persons to be indicted 
formally. “He declared that the-arrest 
of White was outrageous.. District At- 
torney Cropsey said the application’ for 
extradition. was on its way. to A'bany, 
and would take about ten days to com- 
plete... ‘He. deelared that he -would, be 
ready. for trial by the time ite“was

They are 
aiso asked’ to name such teachers who 
are known ‘‘to be subject ‘to severe and 
continued. colds and coughs.”’ 

When these cases are reported to the 
Health Department medical examina» 
tions will. be made by trained diagnos- 
ticians, and it is estimated that nearly 
500 out! of the total of 15,000 teachers 
may. be found to have. tuberculosis.
